GENERAL 


Brittain, Vera Mary. Valiant pilgrim, the 
story of John Bunyan and Puritan Eng- 
land. Macmillan, $4. September 26. 


A biography which does full justice to Bunyan 
by establishing him as a very real and human 
being, against the background of the physical 
surroundings in which he moved, and the 
political and religious atmosphere of his time. 
From contemporary records, many of them 
not available until recently, and from Bun- 
yan’s writings, the author has gathered facts 
and made deductions that reveal Bunyan as a 
powerful personality, and a fighter for free- 
dom of conscience in a day which Miss Brit- 
tain finds very like our own. English title: 
In the steps of John Bunyan. 


Cooke, Alistair. A generation on trial; 
U.S.A. v. Alger Hiss. Knopf, $3.50. Sep- 
tember 19. 


A review of the Hiss-Chambers incident, 
taken as far as possible from transcriptions of 
the Hiss trial records. The author reported 
the trials for the Manchester Guardian, and 
his vivid impressions of personalities and emo- 
tional climates afford relief from the prevail- 
ing atmosphere of mystery and suspicion. Rea- 
sonably successful in its attempt at objectivity; 
for the most part lets the record speak for 
itself; makes points for both sides; lists no 
less than 10 theories which the unsatisfied 
public has advanced. 


Daniels, Jonathan. The man of Independ- 
ence. Lippincott, $3.75. September 27. 


The author’s pun in the title is evident 
throughout this biography of Harry S. 
Truman. The tone is admiration but not 
adulation so that the study has more weight 
than a campaign biography. It is objectively 
well balanced with recognition and evaluation 
of President Truman’s background, abilities, 
experience—including his connection with the 
Pendergasts—and his performance as presi- 
dent. 


Lochner, Louis Paul. Fritz Kreisler. Mac- 
millan, $5. Tentative date October 31. 


A personal friend creates an admiring portrait 
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of the likable, erudite Viennese composer- 
violinist, in a biography crowded with infor- 
mation and anecdotes, quotations and testi- 
monials from friends, and interviews with the 
musician himself. The author explains the 
musical hoax in which Kreisler for years al- 
lowed many of his own compositions to be 
thought of as discoveries of works of obscure 
composers, describes with admiration the in- 
fluence of Harriet Kreisler on her husband, 
and, with sympathy, the humiliation received 
as a result of two world wars. A bibliography, 
catalog of compositions, transcriptions and 
arrangements, and a discography are included. 


Seldes, Gilbert Vivian. The great 
dience. Viking, $3.75. October. 


When Mr. Seldes describes American movies, 
radio, television, and comic books as the mod- 
ern creative arts, he is not speaking of a 
question of esthetics, but of mass communi- 
cation and its formative influence. All of these 
media, he thinks, cater to a minority of the 
American public, the adolescent and the emo- 
tionally immature; lack of realism, artificial 
standards of morality, and stereotyped for- 
mulas are some of the factors which condition 
Americans toward perpetual adolescence. Pro- 
vocative, and sometimes exaggerated to the 
point of inconsistency.

The 13 pieces in the collection are for the most 
part about incidents from the author’s experi- 
ences as actress and mother and are related 
with her usual happy humor. All but one 
appeared in the New Yorker.

Steeholm, Clara and Steeholm, Hardy. 
The house at Hyde Park; together with 
Sara Delano Roosevelt’s household book. 
Viking, $3.50. November 10. 


The publishing of the notebook in which Mrs. 
Roosevelt, mother of F.D.R., kept recipes and 
household hints was undertaken as a benefit 
for the Hyde Park Free Library. It is re- 
produced here with a long prefatory section 
on Mrs. Roosevelt’s family background and 
her life up to 1931, the last year of entry in 
the household book. It is of biographical in- 
terest and also gives a close-up of the full, 
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happy life of well-to-do families living on 
the Hudson in the late nineteenth century. 
The household book itself, with recipes for 
Devonshire cream and _ such foods, and 
remedies for infant ailments, is an entertain- 
ing curiosity. 


Van Doren, Dorothy (Graffe). The country 
wife. Sloane, $3. October. 


The experiences of the Mark Van Dorens as 
summer visitors, and on sabbatical years as 
year-round residents of a small Connecticut 
community. Such homey events as buying the 
house, Christmas in the country, making 
maple syrup, and entertaining incompatible 
week-end guests are told simply and with oc- 
casional humor, in a manner reminiscent of a 
women’s magazine columnist.

This single-volume edition of Allen’s last long 
novel contains abridgments of the three parts 
already published: The forest and the fort, 
Bedford village, and Toward the morning 
(Book.ist 39:333, Ap 15 43; 40:270, Ap 1 44; 
45:13, S 1 48) and the opening chapters of the 
fourth part left unfinished at Allen’s death. 
The title for the whole comes from this last 
section in which Salathiel Albine and entour- 
age at last reach Philadelphia. The projected 
novel was to have been much longer and the 
announced title of the whole was The disin- 
inherited.

Alex, a warped little soul, might have gone on 
indefinitely putting his faith in communism 
because it provided a channel for his envy 
and hatred of happier and more normal 
people. He was assigned, however, to act as 
secretary to (and incidentally spy upon) 
Prince Louis, anti-Nazi and man of good will 
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whom the Communists intended to use as 
their catspaw in obtaining control of his 
native country. The prince’s unfailing de- 
cency, the steadfast piety of his American 
Catholic wife, and the heroic example of the 
priest Zatec were too much for Alex; when the 
hopelessly compromised prince committed 
suicide, Alex’s story vindicated him. 


Fletcher, Inglis (Clark). Bennett’s Wel- 
come. Bobbs-Merrill, $3.50. October 9. 


Richard Monington, a captain in the Royalist 
Army, was present at the disastrous battle of 
Worcester and, afterwards, impersonated 
Charles II so that the latter could make his 
escape to France. Richard was sent with 
other Royalist prisoners to Virginia, where he 
was indentured to a tobacco planter. Within 
a year fate gave him the opportunity to con- 
found his enemies and take his place as a 
gentleman among colonists who were loyal to 
the king. 


Gipson, Fred. The home place. 
$2.75. September 20. 


When his wife died Sam Crockett sold his 
house in Kansas City, gave up a steady job, 
and with his three delightful boys and an ir- 
repressible eighty-year-old grandpa returned 
to the home place in the Texas hill country. 
Sam felt that the Texas hills were full of 
warmth, strength, and excitement, and he 
planned to give his sons the sense of values 
and feeling of security to be found through 
living on the land. Incidents of rural life— 
hunting, fishing, planting—and the warm 
family life of the Crocketts, combined with 
good writing, make an unusually readable 
book.

Romance in the pre-Civil War setting of 
Louisville, a city torn by dissension as sym- 
pathizers of Union or Confederacy refused to 
accept Kentucky’s declared neutrality. When 
Murray, a young widow, returns after a long 
absence to share her stepfather’s home, she is 
baffled to find that, although her beauty and 
wealth win a gallant welcome from the men, 
she is ostracized by the women. It takes in- 
genuity and bravery to penetrate their se- 
crecy and learn she is being punished for her 
mother’s long ago indiscretions, and for the 
unfounded scandal aroused by her stepfather’s 
use of his freed-slave housekeepers as his 
assistant in his medical practice.
